Amend the Law in certain Cases relating to Tres- 
passes in Pursuit of Game. 



W HEREAS it is expedient to amend the Law in certain 
Cases relative to the Recovery of Penalties for Trespass on 
Lands in Ireland in pursuit of Game, and to prevent the 
Necessity of Occupiers of Lands not interested in such Game being 
5 made Party Prosecutors in Proceedings for the Recovery of such 
Penalties : Be it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the Authority of the same : 



Preamble. 



XO 1. From and after the First Bay of September One thousand eight E opea l of 
hundred and sixty-four the Tenth Clause of an Act passed in the loth Section 
Twenty-seventh Year of the Eeign of His late Majesty King George ° f 27 Ge °' 3 ' 
the Third, intituled “An Act for the Preservation of the Game,” 
shall he and is hereby repealed. 



15 2. If any Person whomsoever shall commit any Trespass by Penalty for 

entering or being upon any Land in search or pursuit of Game, or trespassing 
Woodcocks, Snipes, Quails, Landrails, Wild Ducks, Widgeons, Game^or of 
or Teal, or lay any Snares or Traps for the Taking or Destruction of Woodcocks, 
the same, or otherwise wilfully destroy the same, or the Nests or Smpes ’ &c- 
20 Eggs thereof, such Person shall, on Conviction thereof before a

2 • Trespass (Ireland)^ 

Justice • of the Peace, forfeit and pay suck Sum of Money uot 
exceeding Five Founds, and not less than One Found, as to tlie 
Justice shall seem meet, together witli the Costs of tlie Conviction, 
and in default of Payment at tlie Time appointed sucli Person 
ghn.11 he imprisoned in the Common Gaol (with or without Hard 5 
Labour, as to the Justice shall seem meet,) for any Term not exceed- 
ing Two Calendar Months nor less than Forty-eight Hours, the 
Imprisonment to cease upon Payment of the Amount and Costs : 
Provided always, that any Person charged with any such Trespass 
shall be at liberty to prove by way of Defence any Matter which 10 
would have been a Defence to an Action at Law for such Trespass, 
save and except that the Leave and Licence of the Occupier of the 
Land so trespassed upon shall not be a sufficient Defence in any 
Case where the exclusive Bight of killing Game upon such Land 
hath been heretofore, or shall be hereafter, specially reserved by or 15 
granted to, or doth or shall belong to the Landlord, Lessor, or any 
Person whomsoever other than the Occupier of such Land; but 
such Landlord, Lessor, or other Person shall, for the Pmpose of 
prosecuting for such Offence, be deemed to be the legal Occupier of 
such Land. 

3„ The Word “ Game ” shall for all the Purposes of this Act be 
deemed to include Hares, Babbits, Pheasants, Partridges, Grouse, 
Heath or Moor Game, and Black Game. 

4. This Act shall extend and be construed to extend to Ireland 
only. 25
